The second volume of this monumental work covers 
the classical and medieval periods and continues the high 
standards set by the first volume (cf. CW 49 [1955-56] 
26-27). The two volumes afford a fairly complete reference 
work on ancient and medieval technology and, as a list 
of the contents of Volume II indicates, this work will be 
a constant source of enlightenment to students of ancient 
and medieval civilization in fields in which information 
is not easily pr 

Volume II treats of the following topics: mining and 
quarrying, urgy, agricultural implements, food and 
drink, leather, spinning and weaving, furniture, glass and 
glazes, pre-scientific industrial chemistry, the medieval 
artisan, building construction, fine metal-work, roads and 
land travel, harbors, docks, and lighthouses, vehicles and 
harness, shipbuilding, power, machines, hydraulic engi- 
neering and sanitation, military technology, and alchemical 
equipment. Twenty-three experts have prepared the text 
and bibliographies and, again, as in the first volume, the 
text-figures alone are worth the price of the volume.

HUGH PLOMMER. Ancient and Classical Architecture. 
(“Simpson's History of Architectural Development,” 
Vol. I.) London-New York-Toronto: Longmans Green

This survey preserves the traditional emphasis on clas- 
sical Greek and Roman architecture and treats the building 
arts of the ancient Near East more summarily, as fore- 
runners, Its principal usefulness to classicists will be as a 
refresher course for teachers and advanced students, to 
suggest revisions in the old lists of monuments to be 
studied, ially for the Roman period, where no up-to- 
date han k exists, and to jolt the reader out of un- 
thinking acceptance of old platitudes. As a standard text- 

for beginning students it will serve less well. The 
author does not preserve a uniform distance from his 
material. Minutiae alternate erratically with the most 
sweeping generalizations, and the illustrations, though well 
chosen and well reproduced, are not numerous enough to 
make all the things discussed intelligible to one who 
meets them for the first time. Small errors of fact and 
highly personal judgments (both historical and esthetic) 
are numerous enough to make the book slippery going, 
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though it will prove stimulating to the experienced and 
sceptical reader.

GISELA M. A. RICHTER. A Catalogue of Greek and Roman 
Antiquities in the Dumbarton Oaks Collection. Cam- 
bridge, Mass.: Harvard University Press, 1956. Pp. xiii, 
77; 27 pl. $5.00. 

The small but widely varied collection of ancient objects 
in the Dumbarton Oaks Collection is here presented with 
all the clarity, authority, and consideration for the reader's 
needs that we have come to expect of Miss Richter’s 
catalogues. The forty-seven objects, of all sizes ard ma- 
terials, range in date from the sixth century B.C. to the 
sixth century A.D. and include two Achaemenian reliefs, 
an Arabian bronze horse, and a “post-classical” pantheress 
in addition to the properly Greek and Roman items. Most 
appealing to the Hellenist is a fine mid-fifth century bronze 
statuette of Hephaistos. Welcome bonuses are an up-to-date 
and unimpassioned summary of the Menander-Vergil con- 
troversy (a propos of No. 4, the replica from Corneto 
formerly in Boston and acquired by Dumbarton Oaks in 
1946) and the detailed report of a spectrographic analysis 
of a Roman blue glass cameo, No. 47.
